FEARS IT MAY LOSE 
OUT ON A £496,000 
LOTTERY GRANT! 


A community in 
Barry which cele¬ 
brated winning a 
Lottery grant of 
£496,471 two years 
ago, has yet to 
spend a single 
penny of it. 

In March 2008, The 
GEM broke the news that 
Thompson Street Estate 
residents had secured the 
money and planned to 
renovate Castleland 
Community Centre and 
build a sensory garden a 
few yards away. 

But two years later, the 
cash remains unspent 
and local people are still 
without an up-to-date 
community centre. 

Community cam¬ 
paigners say they need 
the Vale Council to com¬ 
plete a report for ‘legal 
charge approval’, and 


need to resolve questions 
that have been repeatedly 
raised over the plans. 

Two and a half years 
ago, Jenet Lockwood, a 
local resident, who was 
84 at the time told The 
GEM: “I just hope I live 
long enough to see it!” 

Now, aged 86, Jenet 
said: “I feel as if it will 
come on the day I’m 
being carried out in my 
coffin - if ever. It has 
been more than two years 
of frustration. 

“The Lottery did a 
thorough examination to 
make sure the communi¬ 
ty centre could become a 
working centre, rather 
than just a hall for hire. 

“You would think the 
Vale Council would have 
been delighted that we 
managed to get the 
money, at no cost to 
them. 

“The council dis-

cussed the plans original¬ 
ly in 2007, but although 
we have answered their 
questions and made 
amendments, two years 
on, the same questions 
keep being raised.” 

The community cen¬ 
tre’s manager, Sue Brine, 
said: “The centre badly 
needs to be renovated. 
We’ve got two leaks and 
a slippery floor, which is 
a health and safety issue. 

“If the funds had been 
released, local people 
could have been 
employed under our 
planned social enterprise 
community cafe and 
working on the sensory 
garden. 

“My future wages are 
also tied up in the award 
and I’m afraid my post 


may now be in jeopardy. 
It is disheartening and I 
don’t understand why the 
funds are not forthcom¬ 
ing,” she commented. 

Audrey Jackson,who 
runs the bingo on 
Saturdays, said refurbish¬ 
ment was essential. 

“Inside, there are ceil¬ 
ing tiles coming down. 
We have one woman who 
will be 100 years old in 
September, another who 
is 96 years old. We want 
a safe place to run bingo. 
It is disgusting when you 
think we could have a 
new building!” 

Self-employed Alison 
Elias said she had hoped 
to use the new communi¬ 
ty centre’s training room 
to provide group tutorials 
in employment and busi¬ 
ness through the Options 
Project. 

“At the moment, I am 
helping people on a one- 


to-one basis, but if the 
centre is refurbished, I 
would be able to help 
more people and also 
increase our work with 
partner organisations.” 

The money remains 
with the Lottery. 
Castleland Community 
Association was given an 
extension on being 
allowed the cash but time 
is running out. 

The deadline is now 
December 22 and that 
deadline is conditional 
on legal charge approval 
to draw down funds. 

Local residents say 
they are desperate not to 
go past the deadline and 
miss out on a hard-won 
opportunity to undertake 
valuable improvements 
to a much-used commu¬ 
nity facility.

Scrapping of cheques 

WHY SHOULD BANKS 
BE JUDGE AND JURY? 


1 AM not sure if 
people are 
aware that the 
banks are consider¬ 
ing the complete 
withdrawal of 
cheques in the next 
few years. 

In my view, this could 
cause serious problems 
for small businesses and 
sole traders like 
plumbers who still make 
considerable use of 
cheques. 

It is likely to cause 


very senous inconven¬ 
ience to private citizens, 
when they give a present 
of money to their chil¬ 
dren, and clubs who use 
cheques extensively for 
paying subscriptions. 

Even if a free elec¬ 
tronic alternative is pro¬ 
vided, this would not be 
as convenient as people 
would have to queue up 
to use it rather than leav¬ 
ing payment with the 
treasurer or, indeed, 
posting it. For older peo¬ 
ple who do not want to 


get involved with com¬ 
puters and so forth, it 
could cause even greater 
problems. 

A committee is con¬ 
sidering the matter and it 
has been agreed that 
cheques will not be with¬ 
drawn until ‘an accept¬ 
able alternative’ is avail¬ 
able. 

Unfortunately, the 
committee is run by the 
banks, whose idea of an 
acceptable alternative 
might be very different 
from that of users. 


What is, perhaps, of 
even more concern is 
that the Government has 
taken a very hands-off 
approach - in effect, 
leaving the banks as 
judge and jury in their 
own cause. 

It seems to me that the 
general public should be 
made aware of the posi¬ 
tion and, if they agree 
with my view, take steps 
to ensure that their inter¬ 
ests are properly protect¬ 
ed.

PENARTH NURSERY 
HOPES FOR CABIN 
COMPROMISE SOON

A popular nursery in 
Penarth is hoping that 
a compromise can be 
found in a dispute 
with the Vale Council 
over its wooden cabin, 
so that it doesn’t have 
to be pulled down. 

Currently, the cabin is 
used by the youngsters of 
the St Aubin Nursery 
when they are doing out¬ 
door activities. It is locat¬ 
ed in an area which also 
accommodates a veg¬ 
etable and flower garden 
and climbing equipment. 

The nursery is located

on the corner of Archer 
Road. 

The senior area man¬ 
ager, Jodie Evans, 
explained: “There was a 
cabin here when we took 
over 25 years ago. We 
built a bigger one last 
August and were advised 
by the supplier that it did 
not need planning per¬ 
mission. 

“The cabin was erect¬ 
ed to comply with the 
government’s foundation 
phase, to help the chil¬ 
dren’s educational devel¬ 
opment - they are able to 
do outdoor activities and 
then go into the cabin 
which has heating and 
lighting.” 

But the Vale Council 
has informed the nursery 
owners that it breaches 
planning laws because it 
is in a conservation area 
where different rules 
apply. 

Jodie said: “The chil¬ 
dren would be devastated 
if it was taken down. So 
far we’ve collected 150 
signatures from people 
supporting us. We’ve had 
neighbours and residents 



who have knocked on the 
door and told us: ‘We 
don’t have an issue with 
this: it is ridiculous!”’ 

The apex of the cabin 
is visible from the road, 
but the nursery have 
offered a number of com¬ 
promise measures to pre¬ 
serve the cabin - moving 
it to a different position 
in the courtyard area, dis¬ 
guising it with foliage or 
reducing the height of the 
roof. 

The nursery says any 
breach of rules was unin¬ 
tentional and points out 
that other buildings in the 
conservation area have 


similar outdoor struc¬ 
tures. 

Jodie added: “We are 
hoping that a compro¬ 
mise can be found. The 
cabin cost £13,000 - 
another £2,000 if you 
include heating and light¬ 
ing. Taking it down could 
cost up to £5,000.” 

The matter is being 
decided by Welsh 
Assembly inspectors 
who are due to make a 


visit today (August 12). 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: “An 
appeal has been submit¬ 
ted to the Welsh 
Assembly Government in 
relation to the refusal of 
planning permission for 
the cabin at St Aubin 
Nursery, Penarth. 

“We are awaiting a 
decision from the 
Planning Inspectorate. ”

The GEM approached 
Eileen Moore, the chair 
of Castleland 

Community Association, 
for a comment. 

She said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing that it has taken 
more than two years for 
the Vale Council to com¬ 
plete a report for legal 
charge approval, particu¬ 
larly as questions raised 
have been answered in 
full on several occasions 
since 2008. 

“Without the contin¬ 
ued support of the BIG 
Lottery Fund, this proj¬ 
ect would be lost to the 
community and the 
promises advocated by 
the government’s ‘Big 
Society’ would be negat¬ 
ed.” 

Commenting on the 
grant, a spokesperson for 
the Big Lottery Fund, 
said: 

“We appreciate that 


factors outside the con¬ 
trol of grant holders can 
sometimes delay project 
developments and we 
operate a policy of flexi¬ 
bility when faced with 
such issues. We work 
closely with all of our 
projects to try to resolve 
issues when they arise.” 

Rob Quick, director of 
environmental and eco¬ 
nomic development at 
the Vale Council, said: 


“The council has for 
some time been trying to 
clarify the extent and 
suitability of the work 
proposed for the commu¬ 
nity centre. 

“These works must be 
appropriate for the use of 
the building, both in the 
short and long term. 

“Information is still 
awaited and a report will 
be submitted to members 
as soon as possible. ”

Fonmon pond shows 
importance of rainfall 


As soon as water appeared in the pond, 
back came the ducks! 


THIS was the scene at 
Fonmon pond a few 
days ago with the 
return of the ducks, 
following a dry spell 
which locals feared 
might have driven 
them away for good. 

Local people were 
concerned that the pro¬ 
longed period without 
rain might threaten the 
pond’s future as one of 
the Vale’s beauty spots. 

For a number of 
weeks, the base of the 
pond had remained bone 
dry. 

Although there are 
still a few weeks of sum¬ 
mer to go, the ducks and 
locals will be hoping that 
a few bouts of rain will 
keep the wildlife happy 
until the autumn arrives. 
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Underpasses 
to be built 
in Port Road 

- just for the family 
of great crested newts! 


A small colony of 
great crested newts 
in Barry will be pro¬ 
tected when a new 
facility is built off 
Port Road East. 

Barry Town Council’s 
planning committee 
heard that Memoria Ltd, 
which is seeking to build 
a crematorium, gardens 
and associated buildings 
at the old Barry Golf 
Driving Range, had pro¬ 
duced a plan to protect 
the newts while the 
development goes on. 

The colony comprises 
a family with four adult 


newts and two “newt 
underpasses” are to be 
installed along the newt 
access track. 

Since the 1940s the 
population of the small 
lizard-like creatures has 
declined in Europe and 
legislation now seeks to 
preserve the species. 

A report to council 
said that the environmen¬ 
tal consultant acting on 
behalf of the applicant 
had submitted the neces¬ 
sary documents to apply 
for a licence under the 
Conservation of Habitats 
and Species Regulations 
2010 . 


Barry man 
had child 
pornography 
on computer 


A BARRY man has 
been given a com¬ 
munity order for 
three years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court for bringing 
up pornographic 
images of children 
on his computer. 

Paul Christoforato, 54, 
admitted 14 charges of 
making indecent images 
of children. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands 
said some of the material 
was “truly disgusting and 
depraved”. 

Christoforato was sen¬ 
tenced to a community 
order for three years, 
involving a three-year 
supervision order and he 
was also directed to par¬ 
ticipate in an internet sex 
offenders’ treatment pro¬ 
gramme. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to register as a 
sex offender for five 
years and to pay costs of 
£500. 

The judge said: “I 
have no doubt that these 
convictions will have dif¬ 
ficult manifestations for 
you and your family.” 

But, he said, they 
paled into insignificance 
compared with the abuse 
and corruption of the 
young children pho¬ 
tographed. 

The number involved, 
he said, was small com¬ 


pared with the many such 
cases brought before the 
court. 

The defendant, said 
the judge, was contrite, 
his family had been 
caused stress and the 
offences were out of 
character. 

Prosecutor David 
Webster said that on 
November 19, police 
searched Christoforato’s 
home, seized his comput¬ 
er and found indecent 
images. Six were at the 
lowest level of serious¬ 
ness and one was at the 
most serious level. 

They involved naked 
children aged 11 to 14. 

When interviewed, 
Christoforato admitted 
viewing the images. 

“He attributed his 
actions to boredom rather 
than any paedophile 
inclinations,” said Mr 
Webster. 

His barrister, Andrew 
Davies, said: “He is total¬ 
ly remorseful. Sadly, he 
didn’t give much thought 
to the consequences and 
the effect on the children. 
He is sorry for the shame 
he has brought on his 
family.” 

He said he had always 
been hardworking, pro¬ 
viding love and affection. 

Said the judge: “You 
are not being let off, this 
order will hang over you 
for three years.

The report added that 
the measures aim to 
reduce any direct harm to 
the newts, and recom¬ 
mended that the council 
sought advice from the 
Vale Council’s ecological 
advisor on what was pro¬ 
posed. 

Richard May, the ecol¬ 
ogist at the Vale Council, 
told The GEM: “The 
applicant has provided 
survey data and method 
statements to ensure that 
great crested newts are 
not harmed during, or a 
as a result of, the devel¬ 
opment. 

“Ponds are being con¬ 
structed to provide habi¬ 
tats for the animals and 
special newt underpasses 
are also being installed to 
prevent fragmentation of 
the newts’ foraging areas. 

“The council has fully 
considered the status of 
the species on the site 
and has sought and 
received advice from the 
Countryside Council for 
Wales.” 

Mr May added: “The 
local authority is a com¬ 
petent authority under 
EU and UK legislation 
which means that the 
council must fully con¬ 
sider the impact of devel¬ 
opment on protected 
species including other 
species such as bats, 
dormice and otter.”

A heartbroken 
Barry couple 
whose eight-month-

screamed...Suddenly my 
heart was beating at 
1 OOmph. My body was 
shaking and my eyes 
were filling up with 
tears. ” 

Members of the crew 
attempted CPR, and on 
landing Sofia was rushed 
to Bristol Children’s 
Hospital and raced into 
the resucitation room 
where doctors worked on 
her for about 15 minutes. 
Tragically, Sophia died 
that afternoon. 

This week, David told 
The GEM the couple 
wanted to turn the tragic 
event into something 
positive. 

“It is not about being 
bitter, we are appealing 
to people to visit our 
webpage and to get your 
kids checked out. We 
want to warn people this 
is a deadly, deadly dis¬ 
ease. 

“We are supporting a 
charity called Climb 
which is raising aware¬ 
ness of the condition that 
Sophia had. 

“A speaker from 
Climb will be doing a 
presentation at a golf day 
we are helping to organ¬ 
ise at St Andrews Major 
on September 30.” 

The disease that 
Sophia had is medium 
chain acoyl-dehydroge- 
nase deficiency 

(MCADD) a rare inherit¬ 


ed disorder that inter¬ 
rupts the break-down of 
fat. 

The couple only dis¬ 
covered they carry the 
condition themselves 
after Sophia died. 

Mr Williams 

explained: “Children are 
screened in England, but 
screening is not available 
in Wales until 2011 - we 
want to see it happen 
now. 

“If Sophia had been 
screened, we would have 
known about the condi¬ 
tion - there are ways of 
treating it such as with 
glucose drinks.” 

David added: “As a 
family we are managing 
on a day to day basis - 
we think of Sophia all the 
time and go up to Barry 
Cemetery virtually every 
day.” 

The symptoms of 
MCADD usually mani¬ 
fest themselves at 
between three months 
and three years old, par¬ 
ticularly after a period of 
fasting, infection or 
stress. The symptoms 
vary but can include 
drowsiness, lack of ener¬ 
gy, diarrhoea, vomiting, 
or low blood sugar lev¬ 
els.

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Cruise and Diaz sparkle, 
but action comedy is not 
much to write home about

TALK 


S INCE his rip¬ 
roaring turn as 
Len Grossman 
in Tropic Thunder , 
Tom Cruise 
appears to have dis¬ 
covered a far more 
prominent funny 
bone. 

Discussions are still 
ongoing regarding him 
and Ben Stiller teaming 
up for a take on The 
Hardy Boys, but ‘The 
Cruiser’ seems to be 
feeling the attraction for 
broad comedy. 

His latest film, Knight 
and Day, sees him team 
up again with Cameron 
Diaz, nine years after 
Vanilla Sky. Diaz plays 
June Havens, a woman 
who finds her life 
becoming tangled up 
with secret agent Roy 
Miller (Cruise), who has, 
according to one CIA 
bigwig, ‘gone off the 
reservation’, blowing up 
a laboratory and taking 
hostage an inventor 
(Paul Dano) and his 
everlasting battery 
invention. 

The couple travel 
around the globe in 
order to stay one step 
ahead of the FBI, led by 
Agent Fitzgerald (Peter 
Saarsgaard) - but is Roy 
the innocent or guilty 
party in proceedings? 


While some people 
are keen to pigeonhole 
Tom Cruise as a limited 
actor who coasts by on 
star wattage and charis¬ 
ma alone, he has done 
much to highlight he is 
anything but. 

Worlang with the 
likes of Kubrick, 
Scorsese, Spielberg, 
Mann and Anderson, 
Cruise has a CV that 
puts even the most 
renowned actors to 
shame, and certainly 
knows how to raise his 
game. 

However, the world of 
comedy is one that 
Cruise has rarely ven¬ 
tured into, but one that, 
as Tropic Thunder evi¬ 
denced, he is quite adept 
at. 

Knight and Day is 
therefore a good plat¬ 
form for the actor to 
show off his comedic 
chops, given that it 
comes with the action 
spectacle that he has 
been more keen to 
explore in the last 
decade or so. However, 
the end result is a film 
that, while entertaining, 
is far too slight, and 
‘cruises’ (sorry for the 
pun) along on the charm 
of the two leads. 

Much of the blame for 
this can be apportioned 
to a script that could be 
the dictionary definition

of the term ‘develop¬ 
ment hell’ - in brief, the 
script has been knocking 
around for more than a 
decade, has passed 
through a multitude of 
directors, been offered to 
a multitude of stars and 
has undergone numerous 
rewrites. 

The upshot of this is 
that the film you see on 
screen has all the thumb- 
marks of the various 
rewrites, feeling tonally 
awkward with a plot that 
tends to go round in cir¬ 
cles before plopping a 
big reveal that goes 
nowhere. While it tries 
to cover its tracks a 
touch by zipping along 
at a fair old pace, in the 
cold light of day the lack 
of a coalescing tone 


means that its down to 
the leads to save the day. 

It’s something that 
both Tom Cruise and 
Cameron Diaz are more 
than up to the task of 
doing, and while the pair 
offer nothing approach¬ 
ing their finest turns, 
they offer up perform¬ 
ances that are entertain¬ 
ing and likeable, and 
help to propel the film 
along. 

Cruise, in particular, 
seems to be having great 
fun here, skewering the 
Ethan Hunt character 
from the Mission: 
Impossible franchise to 
wonderful effect, playing 
the role completely 
straight but with a glint 
in the eye. 

There’s plenty of 
Cruise’s usual acting 
tics, but he parlays this 
into a decent perform¬ 
ance that, following Len 
Grossman, shows that he 
is more than willing to 
take the brunt of the 
joke. 

Alongside him, Diaz 
offers another variation 
on her likeable every- 
woman, acting as the 
audience’s eyes as we 
find ourselves dragged 
into this world of espi¬ 
onage, much like her 
character. 

Diaz is a sparkling 
comedic actress when on 
form, and while not 


bringing her best here, 
still provides a turn that 
is humorous and pleas¬ 
ing; she shares a chem¬ 
istry with Cruise that 
lights up the screen, the 
pair taking great delight 
in playing off each other. 

Given how much 
weight is given to the 
leads, the rest of the cast 
are given short shrift, 
both in terms of per¬ 
formance time and char¬ 
acter depth. 

While Peter 
Saarsgaard does shad¬ 
owy wonderfully well, 
his character is given 
very little in the way of 
depth, while Paul Dano 
is wasted in an inconse¬ 
quential turn that could 
have gone to any two-bit 
actor, as opposed to a 
BAFTA award-winning 
one. 

It’s Marc Blucas who 
hits home the most, 
despite the short screen¬ 
time, bringing a humor¬ 
ous buffoonery to the 
character of June’s ex¬ 
boyfriend. 

In the director’s chair, 
James Mangold has 
shown he is more than 
capable of handling 
weighty fare, such as 
Cop Land and Walk The 
Line, and here shows he 
isn’t too bad at the froth¬ 
ier stuff, either. 

Bringing an OTT rel¬ 
ish to the action 
sequences, that straddles 
the line between being 
funny but with a serious 
amount of carnage, 
Mangold gives the film 
the look and feel of a 
blockbuster movie. 

The camera relishes 
the locales that make up 
the characters’ adven¬ 
tures (even if some of 
the greenscreen is amaz¬ 
ingly shoddy for a film 
of this size). 

The homage to the 
likes of North by 
Northwest is played with 
zeal, though coming 
nowhere near that quali¬ 
ty, and Mangold shows a 
pleasing lightness of 
touch. 

Ultimately, Knight 
and Day almost survives 
in spite of itself, the 
screenplay doing the 
film no favours but the 
performances of Cruise 
and Diaz, and the direc¬ 
tion, makes it more 
watchable than it should 
have been. 

It isn’t a jaw dropping 
piece of work by any 
means, but as a slice of 
popcorn entertainment it 
does the job - but only 
just. 

VERDICT: Slightly 
disappointing given the 
talent involved, Knight 
and Day manages to stay 
the right side of fun - 
despite a script that isn’t 
100 per cent sure what it 
actually is. 

With performances 
from Tom Cruise and 
Cameron Diaz that ele¬ 
vate the material, and 
James Mangold’s light 
direction, Knight and 
Day is a passable block¬ 
buster, but nothing more. 
Enjoyable.

PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS WALK 


‘Big Dipper’ is Europe’s 
highest sand dune 


RECENTLY, on a 
beautiful summer 
morning, seven 
walkers plus canine 
friends Jodie, 
Muttley, Bronte and 
Bracken and leader 
Val Williams trav¬ 
elled down to 
Newton, passing the 
lovely old village 
church dedicated to 
St John to park near 
the beach. 

Newton dates back to 
the 12th century and was 
founded as the ‘New 
Town’ being close to the 
Saxon settlement of 
Nottage. 

By the 17th century it 
was a thriving port 
exporting wheat and oats 
and importing fruit and 
salt. It now caters for hol¬ 
iday makers at nearby 
Trecco Bay, sun worship¬ 
pers, walkers, horse rid¬ 
ers, surfers and water 
sport enthusiasts. 

As the tide was in, the 
leader had decided to do 
her walk the opposite way 
around and a well-used 
path between houses led 
them through Newton 
Burrows, where the dogs 
enjoyed their freedom, to 
the lovely narrow tracks 
through the woods at 
Merthyr Mawr Warren. 

There, they collected 
another group member 
who had mistakenly 
parked at Merthyr Mawr, 
thinking that was the start 
point and by sheer luck 
had managed to bump 
into them. 

Because they had four 
dogs, the group by-passed 
Cwm y Befos, which is 
usually full of sheep and a 
short while later stopped 
on the grass verge on the 
Candleston lane to enjoy 
morning coffee before 
trekking down the quiet 
lane to the small village 
of Tythegston where all 
the properties sport very 
smart metal plates outside 
with the name of the 
property and the estate 
crest. 

From the Welsh Llan 
Dudwg, this village name 
is derived from the now 
disused church that is 


dedicated to St Tydwg 
who was one of the disci¬ 
ples of Cenydd, who 
flourished during the mid¬ 
dle of the 6th century. 

Back in the 1800s the 
village that was described 
as containing arable and 
pasture land was split into 
two hamlets - upper and 
lower. 

The upper hamlet con¬ 
tained iron ore, coal and 
clay that was utilised for 
brick making and items 
were carried by rail to the 
small harbour at 
Porthcawl and shipped 
out. 

The lower hamlet con¬ 
tained a school that was 
established to educate the 
poor children and sup¬ 
ported by subscription 
from well to do local resi¬ 
dents. 

A stone stile led them 
into a huge field of long 
damp grass and, crossing 
two stiles they walked 
along a pathway through 
a tall maize crop into an 
open field that was plant¬ 
ed with new saplings and 
down a steep path through 
a small wood to meadows 
that overlooked Laleston. 

Re-entering empty 
fields they walked beside 
Coed Cwintin, through 
Candleston Farm and 
along a sandy path that 
led them past the ‘Big- 
Dipper’ - the highest sin¬ 
gle sand dune in Europe, 
to the ruined 12th century 
Candleston Castle, a forti¬ 
fied manor house owned 
by the Cantaloupe family 
and now only occupied by 
bats and the odd ghost! 

The present warren is 
all that is left of what was 
the largest sand dune 


continuing on to emerge 
beside the River Ogmore 
as it made its way to the 
sea. 

At the estuary they 
turned westwards and 
tramped along the lovely 
sandy beach at Traeth yr 
Afon, passing the Black 
Rocks before returning to 
Newton, with four very 
happy dogs after a bril¬ 
liant day. 

Today (August 12), 

the last of the summer 
evening walks takes 
place, meet at 7pm at 
Nash Point for a three- 
mile moderate walk in the 
area; contact Val . on 
01446 734925. 

On August 14, meet at 
9.30am at the Barry 
Waterfront for an eight- 
mile moderate walk (with 
some rough walking) in 
the Craig y Nos area; con¬ 
tact Barbara on 01446 
734686. 

On August 15, meet at 
9am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for an 11-mile 
moderate walk at 
Trellech, near 

Monmouth; contact Nick 
on 01446 420540.

The housing market 
in Wales has seen strong 
figures for the number 
of new buyer enquires 
and newly agreed sales. 
Both figures are the sec¬ 
ond highest in the UK, 
and significantly outper¬ 
form the national aver¬ 
age. Moreover, char¬ 
tered surveyors in Wales 
are increasingly expect¬ 
ing an increase in sales 
looking forward across 
the next quarter. 

In total, 32 per cent 
more Welsh chartered 
surveyors saw a rise 
rather than a fall in 
newly agreed sales. The 
figure has soared com¬ 
pared to last month, 
which was only nine per 
cent. 

Wales is the second 
best performing in this 
sector to the west mid¬ 
lands, with the national 
average of just two per 
cent. 

Looking forward over 
the next three months,

sales compared to a fall, 
compared to the national 
average of 19 per cent.

ors experienced an 
increase rather than a 
decrease in the last 
month in new buyer 
enquiries. This compares 
to a negative national 
average of five per cent 
more surveyors who saw 
a decrease rather than a 
rise, with the only 
region higher than Wales 
being the North of 
England. 

However, Wales is 
underperforming on 
price as supply contin¬ 
ues to increase in the 


market with 35 per cent 
more Welsh chartered 
surveyors experiencing a 
rise rather than a decline 
in new instructions. This 
is up on the previous 
month from 14 per cent. 

On price, 10 per cent 
more chartered survey¬ 
ors in Wales have seen a 
decline rather than a 
rise. This is likely to be 
the case going forward 
with 30 per cent more 
chartered surveyors 
anticipating a decline in 
price rather than a fall. 


The increase in sup¬ 
ply has seen the average 
stock of property on a 
surveyors’ books rise to 
138 from 109. The aver¬ 
age number of sales per 
surveyor in Wales has 
risen from 14 to 15, 
while the sales to stock 
ratio - a key indicator of 
market slack - has 
dropped from 12 to 11 
and is the lowest of all 
UK regions. 

Tony Filice, residen¬ 
tial spokesperson for the 
RICS Wales and director 


of Kelvin Francis 
Chartered Surveyors, 
said: “A shortage of 
stock has been one fac¬ 
tor holding back transac¬ 
tion activity in the hous¬ 
ing market, but the sus¬ 
pension of HIPs is help¬ 
ing to belatedly address 
this issue. This is likely 
to be reflected in higher 
sales numbers over the 
coming months. 

“Wales has seen sup¬ 
ply increase in the hous¬ 
ing market which is cur¬ 
rently exceeding the 


amount of sales we are 
experiencing. There is a 
risk that there may be 
some modest slippage in 
prices during the second 
half of the year, which 
can be seen in the drop 
of confidence within 
surveyors’ expectations 
but this month’s housing 
market survey is not a 
negative picture for 
Wales.

“It is key that Wales 
continues to report 
strong and maintained 
sales figures, as well as 
new buyer enquiries, as 
this shows that the mar¬ 
ket is moving and inter¬ 
est is continuing to 
grow. Buyers and ven¬ 
dors have been affected 


by the national turmoil 
of the last few months 
which has included an 
election, change of gov¬ 
ernment, suspension of 
HIPs and a budget 
which have all had a 
part to play in a level of 
uncertainty in the mar¬ 
ket. 

“Vendors are notice¬ 
ably not keen to accept 


lower prices. They have 
already seen severe 
declines in property 
prices throughout the 
recession and can see 
evidence of the market 
recovering. While there 
continues to be a posi¬ 
tive buyer interest, ven¬ 
dors can bide their time 
and ride out the short 
term drop in price confi¬ 
dence until the market 
once again stabilises. 

“The larger number of 
properties coming on to 
the market should help 
to bolster activity, which 
has been depressed part¬ 
ly because of a lack of 
choice for home buyers. 
Sales are expected to 
rise over the coming 
months. 

“However, there are 
still difficulties obtain¬ 
ing mortgages. Whereas 
12 months ago, banks 
and building societies 
were happy to offer 
favourable rates to those 
with a 10 per cent 
deposit, now they are 
seeking larger deposits 
of up to 20 per cent for 
these rates. 

“This is disappoint¬ 
ing, as it will slow down 
the market; first time 
buyers will have to wait 
longer before stepping 
on to the housing ladder 
and this sector is key to 
a strong housing mar¬ 
ket.”

Handy tips for dealing with the army 
of slugs heading for YOUR garden! 


THE Royal 

Horticultural 
Society (RHS) is 
sending out a slug 
and snail alert. 

Due to the recent and 
prolonged dry period 
both slugs and snails 
will have been dormant. 

However, with the 
forecast of continuing 
heavy rain, the charity 
expects them to start 
moving about again and 
to be quite hungry... 
The RHS suggests a 


number of ways to pro¬ 
tect plants. 

For those who prefer 
more natural ways of 
control, the charity sug¬ 
gests that it will be nec¬ 
essary to water in a new 
batch of nematodes 
(Nemaslug) as any dis¬ 
tributed previously will 
have died in the dry soil. 

The nematodes used 
against slugs are micro¬ 
scopic worm-like crea¬ 
tures that enter the bod¬ 
ies of slugs and infect 


them with a fatal bacter¬ 
ial disease. 

Barriers, such as cop¬ 
per tapes round pots or 
mineral granules and 
egg shells sprinkled 
around plants are also 
useful to discourage 
slugs and snails getting 
to the plants. 

Alternatively, propri¬ 
etary slug pellets con¬ 
taining ferric phosphate 
or metaldehyde can be 
used if the infestation is 
particularly bad.

CLA Wales is calling on 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council to embrace the 
new planning guidance 
announced by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
(WAG). 

The Wales chairman, 
Cowbridge-based John Homfray, 
spoke at the Vale of Glamorgan 
Show and welcomed the move, 
which is designed to boost the 
rural economy and increase the 
provision of affordable housing. 

In particular, he is keen to fol¬ 
low up co mm ents that the WAG is 
in discussion with local authori¬ 
ties to ensure that they are up to 


speed with developments. 

Mr Homfray continued: “This 
new planning guidance is really 
very exciting. What is really good 
is that with rural issues, Wales is 
so often in advance of England. 

“The CLA looks after both 
Wales and England and I very 
much hope we can work with the 
Welsh local authorities to set 
examples of good practice that 
England will want to emulate. 

“This Technical Advice Note 6 
is a real example of grasping the 
issue of affordable housing, par¬ 
ticularly blockage on farms. The 
WAG guidance is incredibly help¬ 
ful and we’re absolutely 100 per 
cent in support of it.” 


However, he warned that in 
exchange for these relaxations, 
the industry has to accept that the 
conditions will be strictly pro¬ 
scribed so that there is absolutely 
no opportunity or question of it 
being abused.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

A warning: ‘Bee-ware 
the novice beekeeper!’

HAS swarming fin¬ 
ished? In the main 
it has; however, 
there is always the 
exception to the 
rule. 

Those beginners who 
now have bees courtesy 
of the swarms, should 
have been feeding them 
with syrup (sugar and 
water mixture) as per 
instructions. Some have, 
and some have not. 

Those that have can 
now see the benefit of 
their actions in a well- 
populated hive with pos¬ 
sibly a super (extra box) 
added. 

For those who have 
not, there is a distinct 
lack of bees present and 
very little foundation 
drawn out into useable 
honeycomb. The chances 
of these undernourished 
bees making it through 
the coming winter are 
not very good. 

Beginners will, I 
know, have had high 
hopes of taking honey 
from their bees. They 
will not do so, as the 
bees will need all the 
stores for themselves. 

Experienced beekeep¬ 
ers will now be consid¬ 
ering some form of 
Varroa control and possi¬ 
bly the replacement of 
queens within their 
hives. 

New young queens 
can certainly add to the 
vigour of the hive and, 
of course, there is the 
bonus that the hive will 
be less likely to swarm 
the following year. 

A queen who is some 
2-3 years old will have 
already begun to deplete 


her store of sperm. Her 
egg laying capacity will 
begin to lessen. It is 
eggs which have had 
sperm added to them 
that become worker bees 
(female) and as the name 
suggests, they do the 
work. 

Beekeepers seeking a 
honey crop want a hive 
well populated with 
worker bees. 

As to the Varroa, this 
parasite has to be taken 
seriously. Several begin¬ 
ners have been under the 
impression that they do 
not have mites in their 
hives. I have instructed 
them to put the insert 
beneath the open mesh 
floor, and at a later date 
we have examined the 
debris that has fallen 
through, which included 
varroa mites. 

Like myself, in the 
first instance, they did 
not know what they 
were looking for. On 
seeing the mites for 
themselves, they can 
now monitor their hives 
and, using the medica¬ 
tion available, can keep 


the numbers of mites to 
an acceptable level. 

The popular treat¬ 
ment, and a very effec¬ 
tive one, is ‘API- 
GUARD’ but as this 
substance has chemicals 
in its make-up, can only 
be used at the latter part 
of the year (honey gath¬ 
ering is ceasing) or in 
the early part of the next 
year before honey gath¬ 
ering gets underway. 

Contamination of the 
honey or wax cannot be 
tolerated in any way, 
hence the time factor. 

It is becoming appar¬ 
ent to those new to bee¬ 
keeping that there is a 
bit more to it than just 
putting a hive at the bot¬ 
tom of the garden and 
leaving the bees to get 
on with being bees. 

So, if you are consid¬ 
ering becoming a bee¬ 
keeper, do visit an api¬ 
ary with an experienced 
beekeeper, as the open¬ 
ing and inspection and 
caring for a well-popu¬ 
lated hive of bees may 
not be for you.

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Cardiff & the Vale of Glamorgan Schools under-14 and 
under-16 Cup Final, Cardiff International Sports Stadium 


JOY FOR THE VALE AT MEET

THERE was joy for the 
Cowbridge under-14 
boys (years 7 and 8) 
and the Llantwit 
under-16 girls (years 9 
and 10) teams at the 
Cardiff & the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools 
Cup final. 

Since 1997, the asso¬ 
ciation has held a Cup 
competition based on six 
preliminary round 
matches, with the winner 
of each section at each 
of the fixtures qualifying 
for the A Final and the 
second placed team tak¬ 
ing part in the B Final. 
Both finals were held at 
Jenner Park, which, with 
a six-lane track, was an 
ideal venue to stage the 
three-hour event. 

Much is at stake at the 
A final. The winning 
school in each of the 
four sections qualifies 
for the NASUWT 
Cymru Welsh Schools 
Final at Brecon in July, 
and the second-placed 
school is invited to the 
Plate final on the same 
day, also at Brecon. 

Sadly, at the 2009 
Cardiff & the Vale A 
Final, schools turned up 
at Jenner to find that, 
following work on the 
triple jump pit by the 
Vale Council, the field 
referee ruled that it was 
unsafe for use. 

Given the qualifying 
element of the fixture for 
Brecon, there were a 
number of schools who 
did not want to risk stag¬ 
ing such an important 
fixture at the Barry sta¬ 
dium again. As a result, 
the cup competition was 
altered with only four 
preliminary matches, 
with the plan that the top 
two teams would qualify 
for the A final with the 
third and fourth place 
teams taking part in the 
B final. 

Two eight-school 
finals at Cardiff 
International Sports 
Stadium should have 
provided four extra 
teams with an opportuni¬ 
ty to take part. 

However, the best laid 
plans do not always 
work out. The ever- 
extending tentacles of 
the external examination 
system now have a hold 
on year-10 pupils, who 
are eligible to take mod¬ 
ular GCSE examina¬ 
tions. 

The outcome, discov¬ 
ered at a late date, was 
that there were key year- 
10 GCSE modules on 
two of the dates planned 
for the cup preliminar¬ 
ies. One fixture had to 
be started two hours 
later than planned and 
two others had to be 
postponed to the sched¬ 
uled A Cup final date, 
the A Cup final was 
moved to the B Cup 
final date, and the B 
final scrapped - the first 
time that B final has not 
been held since it was 
started in 1997. 

It also meant that only 
eight schools took part 
in the final instead of the 
usual 12! 

There was only one 
major surprise in the 
preliminaries. At the 


Fitzalan qualifier, 
Whitchurch won the 
under-16 boys section 
with Stanwell just get¬ 
ting the better of the 
Cowbridge squad. 

Llantwit and Bro 
Morgannwg both quali¬ 
fied all four teams for 
the final, with 
Cowbridge fielding three 
and Barry 

Comprehensive getting 
both boys’ squads 
through. 

Sadly, Stanwell did 
not understand that two 
teams qualified from 
each match and, as a 
result, did not compete 
in the final, which meant 
that year-9 pupils Tom 
Williams and Matteo 
Holmes missed the 
opportunity to make an 
impression against the 
best of year-10. 

At the final, held on a 
sunny afternoon at 
Leckwith, the 
Cowbridge under-14 
boys’ team was headed 
by Aviva UK Sportshall 
under-13 standing long 
jump champion George 
Griffiths and Aviva 
Welsh Sportshall under- 
13 4 lap champion Tom 
Trotman. 

With pupils restricted 
to a maximum of one 
track and one field 
event, plus a relay, the 
duo chalked up wins in 
the 100 metres, long 
jump plus a second place 
in the high jump for a 
total of 70 points - and 
helped gain another 18 
points with a relay win. 

Although success by 
two individuals is help¬ 
ful, a much greater all¬ 
round team effort is 
needed to win the Cup 
and qualify for Brecon. 
Thankfully, Mr Gian 
Williams and his 
Cowbridge PE depart¬ 
ment colleagues are 
blessed with an out¬ 
standing group of pupils 
in years 7 and 8, and 
responded with a fine 
series of performances. 

There were A compe¬ 
tition wins from Brad 
Rosser (hurdles) and Joe 
Gaughan (300 and shot) 
and top three placings 
from most of the other A 
and B string athletes. 
They were chased hard 
by Cardiff High, but in 
the end Cowbridge tri¬ 
umphed with 301 points 
and the north Cardiff 
school had to settle for 
second on 270.5. 

The under-16 girls’ 
section was very much a 
battle between Llantwit 
and Whitchurch. Last 
year, the Vale school tied 
with Cardiff High in the 
under-14 section, quali¬ 
fying for the NASUWT 
Cymru Cup final thanks 
to more individual wins. 

This year’s under-16 
team included familiar 
names from that squad. 
On the track, there were 
the expected wins from 
Lucy Tarrant (800) and 
Megan Osborne (1,500), 
the ever-reliable Lucy 
Taylor produced the best 
leap in the long jump 
and gained valuable 
points with a B 100m 
victory, year-10 Emma 
Worrall won the high 
jump with Amie Parsons 


home and Chloe Phillips 
and Megan Davies fin¬ 
ishing second and third 
respectively in the shot 
and discus. 

At the end of a long 
afternoon, it was 
announced that, for a 
second consecutive year, 
Llantwit girls had been 
involved in a tie - with 
Whitchurch - and had 
qualified thanks to a 
greater number of indi¬ 
vidual winners but, on 
checking, the Vale 
school had won by the 
narrowest of margins, 
half a point. 

With Llanishen win¬ 
ning the under-16 boys’ 
section and Whitchurch 
taking the under-14 
girls’ title, only the 
Cowbridge and Llantwit 
squads qualified for the 
Brecon finals. 

Other Vale pupils to 
catch the eye with victo¬ 
ries included the Barry 
Comprehensive trio of 
Arran Reid (100), 
Matthew Collins (1,500) 
and Josh Albertides 
(high jump) at under-16, 
the Llantwit duo of Ben 
Owen (800) and Richard 
Dangerfield (javelin) in 
the under-14 events and, 
in the under-14 girls’ 
section, Aviva Welsh 
Sportshall standing long 
jump champion Izzy 
Eddy-Williams (100) 
and her Cowbridge 
team-mate Annabel 
Curie (high jump) plus 
Danielle Dakin-Weston 
(Llantwit, javelin).
